upon entry, applicant's response would obviate: 112, 1st paragraph, new matter rejection concerning "all or part" in active claims, 112, 
2nd paragraph, rejection regarding antecedent basis of terms in claim 35, and rejection under 102(f). 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's response has not overcome 
rejections of claims 27, 35, 39, and 44 for reasons of record. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not found persuasive 
for reasons of record. In particular, for reasons of record: random, unguided, unpredictable experimentation remains undue; the claim 
language is not clear if polypeptides consisting of or having (comprising) the recited sequences are excluded by the claim language; the 
relationships of the kit components remain unclear; the certified copy of the priority document, not merely its translation, is not present; 
the sequences of the Guerin-Marchand et al. references in the Figs. 3 clearly contain at least 50 consecutive amino acids of SEQ ID NO: 
3 which are not excluded by the claims because the instant specification clearly teaches that sequences longer than those excluded are 
included in the invention; and, in contrast to the instant disclosure, the 729S sequences of the references are not in error. 
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
